Aurora is a type of propagation little understood by most dxers,yet 
many locations it is very frequent during certain months.It is very easy to 
identify on a tv set.The picture is characterized. by a strong,erratic flut- 
tering such as an airplane causes and also wavy lines and bars blotting out 
the picture so that even a very strong signal is hard to identify.A good 
. indication of aurora is a veak,wavy flutter on your local low band. ssations. 
The audio will have a growling,squealing effect which is characteristic 
of auroras ae a 
Aurora frequently goes up to channel six and will propagate high band 
signals far more often than sporadic~E,but less. than meteor scatters The 
distance covered by aurora ranges from.a couple hundred to about fourteen 
hundred miles ordinarily,but it ranges up to a few thousand miles at times. 
One way of doing this is have one. hop via aurora: and another via sporadié-E 
or MS.There is also another type of extended aurora which is not yet under- 
stood.For an excellent article on this newly discovered propagation mode, 
read "Hams on Ice" in the Jan,I960 issue of QST,which can bought from the 
fAmerican Radio Relay League,West Hartford,Conn... 
Aurora centers around the magnetic poles,thus it increases in strengt 
as you go north.For Canadans,it is possibly the most frequent type of dx 
available.For the northern U.S,it is common during the Fall and Spring.The 
South however,gets practically no aurora at all.The Fall and especially 
Spring are excellent for this typejthe rest of the year is poor for aurora. 
‘Itusually peaks at 0200 and i800, Naturally 0200 would be best because most 
of your locals are off by then(except around here,hi!).When you notice — 
aurora make a note of the date and watch again about twenty-seven days leter 
for it is closely related to the sun spot cycle.The reason aurora ‘is so 
hard to identify is. that a tremendous amount. of noise and interference 
come from the aurora along with the signal, making it very hard to identify. 
The rost pomlar theory on aurora is thot neny'ribbons" of ionization 
are formed around the magnetic poles. Ionization from the sun is very intense _ 
about the poles because they are the center of the earths! magnetic field. 
These ions form along the earths! lines of flux, forming these ribbons. Since 
the ribbons are not all at the same distance from the transmitter, the ref- 
lected signals will be constantly fading in and out because of phase relation- 
ships. The moisé which usually covers up the signals is thought to be gener- 
ated bv the aurora itself, The intense bombardment from the sum acts as a 
trigger to generate this noise, 
Trying to receive aurora without modifications is cuite a feat, and is 
one which I don't recommend, All you need to get aurora successfully is a 
SW receiver, signal generator, or SW oscillator, It should have a wide tuning 
_ range, for each chahnel has a separate frequency. Place it rexe to the TV 
set and the audio ‘imoroves, As you change channels, change the receiver 
frequency for each channel, write it down so you wontt have to find the freq. 
again, What the receiver does is to tune out the video bv oscillating on it's 
IF frequency. This knecks down a lot of the noise on the audio section of the 
channel, Following this method should veld favorable results. .If not, it 
will at least familiarize you with one of the many interesting forms of DX 
grees going after the summer skip sessior is over.
